Swarms Since Downfall 
of Ramsay MacDonald 
As Premier of Britain.

Paris, December 2°.—By an over- 
whelming vote of 303 to 0, Premier 
Herriot’s parlizmentary majority has 
carried him through the dangerous 


crisis arising from the government 
order for the prosecution of the edi- 
tor of a French newspaper in which 
had been printed secret state docu- 
nents. 

Despite the lopsided nature of the 
vote, in which the opposition refused 
to participate, the Herriot government 
is believed by many political observers 
to be wavering under the combined as- 
saults of groups ranging from con- 
munists to monarchists. 

Trouble has come to Herriot in 
bunches since Ramsay MacDonald, hi: 
friend and aliy in restoring peace to 
Furope, was decisively defeated in the 
British electios. Debts, French com- 
munists, the cest of living and rela- 
tions with Germany are plaguing the 
fat little socialist from JVyons. 

Criticism Almost Unanimous. 

And now Herriot has drawn upon 
his government the condemnation and 
ridicule of almost the entire French 
press by his order for the prosecution 
of the editor of the Eclair, who pub- 
lished an official document dealing 
with the state of German armed 
forces. The report stated that Ger- 
many was flegrantly violating. the 


) 


spirit and letter of the Versaiiles dis- 
armament clauses. 

French editors are almost unani- 
mous in charging Herriot with at- 
tempting to prevent criticism of the 
government and with interfering with 
the freedom of the presse In a manner 
‘worthy of a Bourbon. It was on a 
motion to bar debate on the prosecu- 
tion that Herriot obtained his vote of 
confidence in the chamber. The op- 
position, realizing that the premier 
had a majority of the deputies with 
him, refrained from voting. but the 
trouble the incident will cause the 
government is not ended. 

Tries to Bolster Government. 

From his sick chamber where he 
has been confined for several weeks, 
Herriot is trying to bolster his gov- 
erument to meet the opposition drive 
which is sure to come within A few 
weeks. 

The repercussion of Ftnance Minis- 
ter Clementel’s capitulation of the 
debt situation has been ii] received 
-in London and Washington. French 
communists have been active since 
the recognition of the sovret union by 
the Herriot government. The cost of 
living is mounting, an@ there are 
symptoms of popular disapproval of 
the government’s friendly attitude to- 
ward Germany. 

All these things are feing seized 
upon by the opposition as zmmunition 
for the offensive to come. Whether 
Herriot will be able to organize a 
counter attack of moment depends 
upon the loyalty to him of the social- 
ist deputies in the chamber, who con- 
trol the balance of power. 

It is generally edmitted that a well- 


placed blow might destroy the govern- 
ment now, and the onposition is ma- 
neuvering into a position ro deliver it.

Tokio, December 29.—Another se- 
vere earthquake that lasted two min- 
utes wrecked Kushiro in northeastern 


Japan at 7:55 o'clock this morning. 

The tremor was less severe than a 
like disturbance last Saturday but it 
was followed by two after-shocks. The 
origin of the disturbance is attributed 
to the subsidence of the seaboard, two 
miles off Kushiro. 

Kushiro is located in the Hokkaido 
group of Forty Islands and is an ex- 
port port for sulphur and lumber 
brought to the mouth of the Kushiro 
river. The earthquakes numbered 108 
during December. 

Earthquakes of average intensity 
were felt in Tokio tonight. The shocks 
were of an average duration of 20 
seconds.

‘There are four ‘Trinity 
in the United States,” 
ment, “‘and already one Trinity uni- 
versity.

We are happy to 
vive the universtiy the name of a 
family that has been long known for 
its service to education.”

Mr. Duke in creating his trust fund 
some weeks ago, announced his inten- 
tion of creating an_ institution for 
higher education in North Carolina to 
be known as “Duke University.” At 
the time, he stated that if ‘Trinity 
college cared to change its name and 
become Duke university, it would re- 
ceive the portion of the trust fund set 
aside for the new institution——$6,000,- 
000 immediately available for buildimg 
and creative purposes, and 352 per 
cent of SO per cent of the annual in- 
come from the trust fund, The other 
°() per cent of the income was to be 
set aside until the trust fund amount- 
ed to $80,000,000, after which time the 
university would receive 382 per cent 
of the full income from $80,000,000, 
The proposition was submitted to the 
Trinity college trustees with the result 
that today was set for a special meet- 
ing to consider the, matter. 

Expanded to University. 

Under the plans for Duke univer. 
sity, as outlined in the statement of 
the trustees issued today, there will 
be a college of arts and sciences, a co- 
ordinate college for women, a law 
school, a school of religious training, 
a school for training teachers, a school 
of business administration, a graduate 
school of arts and sciences, and “as 
sufficient funds are available, a medi- 
eal school and an engineering school.” 

In commenting upon the acceptance 
of the Duke gift by the board of 
trustees of Trinity college,. Dr. Wil- 
liam P. Few. president of the insti- 
tution. stated that he was. well 
pleased with the action of the board 
and that it would enable the college 
tn hecome the real educational insti- 
tution that its supporters, alumni and 
faculty have long dreamed of. As- 
serting that Trinity college would not 
lose its individuality by the expan- 
sion into a greater university to be 
ealled Duke university, Dr. Few said: 

Gratified at Gift. 

“T om greatly gratified at the 
consummation of the ideals of edu- 
cation in the south that have taken 
place here today. The action of the 
hoard of trustees of Trinity college 
in accepting the generous gift of Mr. 
Duke will enable us to expand the 
college into a university that will 
serve the south in sending forth men 
prepared for a life’s work as well 
as any institution in the country. 


“While our student body will he 


-greatly irereased, our chief aim will 


be the perfection of the faculty, cur- 
riculum, and facilities. As Trinity 
college increases its standing through- 
out the country as a four-vear school 
of liberal arts and sciences as a 
part of the Duke university, so we 
intend to earry to the forefrent tbe 
law school and the schools of medi- 
cine and engineering that will be es- 
tablished within the university.”

In aprother instance the untrained 
but officious bystander not only tor- 
tured the victim of a broken thigh 
bone by “pulling on the leg to hold 
it in place,” but wrought damage to 
the muscies which added weeks to the 
disability of the unfortunate patient. 

A word to the wise is sufficient, 
but nothing less than a sentence will 
do for those who have had no edu- 
cation in first aid. If you don’t know 
what to do don't do anything. There 
is usually no harm dune by rubbing 
the victim's wrists and if anybody 
should rush up with a flask of brandy 
help yourself to a draught of it but 
spare the victim until he is recovered.

Judge Samuel H.

lanta Federal Reserve bank's _ so- 
called par-clearance or check-collect- 
ing system. The decision came in the 
suit in equity filed against the re- 
serve bank by the Pascagoula Na- 
tional bank, of Puscagoula and Mess 
Point, Miss. 

In dismissing the complaint, Judge 

summed up his decision by 
stating that “Nothing unlawful ap- 
pearing in any of the acts of the de- | 
fendants complained of, a decree may 
be taken dismissing the bill.” 

This is the fifth decision in which 
the par-clearance system has been at- 
tacked and subsequently upheld, 

Judge Sibley’s Ruling.

CHEMIST MAKES 
PARTIAL REPORT 


BY OTIS PEABODY SWIFT. 

Chicago, December 29.—A new ele- 
ment of mystery has entered into the 
investigation of the death of Dilly 
MeClintock, “millionaire orphan.” 
Coroner Oscar Wolff announces that 
he has received a partial report from 
the ecoroner’s chemist who is annslyzing 
the vital organs of the dead youth and 
that: 

“It is of such nature that I cannot 
at this time make any statement pub- 
lic, for the reason that a wrong con- 
struction migat be placed upon it, 
due to the fact that it is only a partial 
report.” 

The exhumation of the body of Me- 
Clintock, who died of what was diag- 
nosed as typhoid fever, followed the 
demand for an investigation by Judge 
Ilarry Olson, a_ friend. Coroner's 
(Chemist W. D. McNally has been ap- 
plving chemieca! tests to the youth's 
internal organs, searching, it is un 
derstood, for traces of poison or indi- 
cations that unnatural causes might 
lie behind the death of the youth. 

Keport Ready Friday. 

Wolff announced Monday that the 
chemist’s final report would be ready 
at #6 p. m. Friday, and that night 
work would be necessary in order to 
have it even by that time. 

Meanwhile, William ID. 
foster father of the dead boy and heir 
to the bulk of the $1,000.0C0 Me- 
Clintock fortune, declares that he will 
seek indictments in his campaign to 
clear himself of implied charges that 
he wis responsible for “Billy's” death. 
Ile is remaining at his home in Kenil- 
worth, Ill., and announces that he is 
ready to answer any further questions 
the state’s actorney’s staff may ask 
him, 

‘The complete report of the coro- 
ners chemist will show that there was 
nothing ‘unnatural’ about the death of 

silly’ McClintock,” Robert H. Stoll, 
attorney for Shepherd, told the United 
News late today. ‘We are, therefore, 
not very interested in partial reports, 
or in mere rumors. We know there 
are no Sinister aspects to this case.
